By keeping the Chi- 
nese troops lightly loaded with baggage, 
with no guns, they can move two to 
onetithe enemy marches; To-day 
the Chinese will be before him ; to-mor- 
row they will be behind him; tho next 
day they will be on his left hand, and 
60 on, till the enemy gots tired and cross 
with such long walks, and his. soldiers 
quarrel with their officers and get sick. 

The Chinese should make telegraphs 
in the country as a rule, to keep the 
country quiet “and free frota false ra- 
mours, but with the Chinese soldiers in 
the field they should use sun signals by 
means of tho Heliograph. These are 
very easy andcandonoharm. For this 
purpose a small school should be made 
in each centre. 

Chinese ought not to try torpedoes 
which are very difficult to manage. The 
most simple torpedoes are the best and the 
chenpest, and their utility is in having 
many of them. China can risk sowing 
them thickly, for if one of them does go 
astray and sink a Chinese junk, the poo- 
ple of the junk ought to be glad to die 
for their country. If torpedoes are only 
used at certain'places, then the enemy 
knows that he has to look out whea 
near those pinces, but when every place 

- may have torpedoes, he can never feel 
sala; ho is aera anxious ; he cannot 
sleep; he gets ill and dies, Tho fact 

- of an enemy living in constunt dread of 
being blown up is much moro advanta- 
geoua to China than if she blew up one 
of her enemies, for anxiety makes peo- 
plo il! and crosa. ‘Therefore China ought 
to have chenp simple torpedoes which 
cannot get out of order, which are fired 
by a fuze, not by tae and plenty 
of them. She ought not to buy expensive 
complicated torpedoes, 

China should buy no more big guns 
to defend her sea-coast. They cost 
money, They aro n great deal of 
trouble to keep in order, and the ene- 
my’s ships hiave too thick sides for any 

in China can buy to penetrate them. 

Chinn olight to defend her sea-const 
by very heavy mortars, They cost 
very little. They ara easy to use, 
They only want a thick parapet in front 
and they are fired from a place the 
enemy cannot see, whercas the enemy 
can see the holes from which guns are 
fired. 

The enemy cannot get safe from 9 
mortar shot. It falls on the deck ond‘ 
there it breaks everything. China can 
get 00 mortars for the same money, 
she gety on 18-ton gun for. If China 
loses them the loss is little. 

No enemy could get into a port which 
is defended by 1500 large mortara and 
plenty of torpedoes which must be very 
simple. 

Steam-launches with o torpedo ona 
pole furnish the best form of moveable 
torpedo. 

for the Chinese Fleet small quick 
vessels with very light draft of water 
and not any great weight of armour are 
best. If China buys big vessels they 
cost a great deal and all her egps are in 
one basket, namely, she loses all her 


money at once, For 

large vessel China would get twelve 
small vessels, China’s strength is in 
the creeks, not in the open sea. 

Nothing recommended in this paper 
needs any change in Chinese customs. 
The army is the same, and China needs 
no Europeans or Foreigners to help her 
to carry out this programme, ff Chins 
cannot carry out what is here recom- 
mended, then no one else can do so. 
Besides the programme ia a cheap one. 

With respect to tha Fleet it is im- 
portant to consider that in the employ- 
ment of Foreigners China can never be 
aure of them in case of a war with the 
country they belong to, while, on the 
other hand, if China asks a Foreign 
Power to lend her officers, then the 
ade Power who lends them will 
interfere with China. 

The question is, 

1. Isit batter for China to get off- 
cers here and there, and run the risk of 
these officers not being trustworthy, or 

2. Is it better. for China to. think 
what uation ‘there is who would be 
likely to be good friends with China in 
‘ood weather and: in bad weather, and 
then for China to ask that nation to 
lend China the officers she wants for: her 
Fleet, : :

THE DISASTER ON THE 
HELMU ND.

We might almost addreas the Govern- 
ment in words similar to the above re- 
garding the disaster which bay overtaken 
General Burrows! fores on the Heluund, 
for it seems to us that tho particulard are 
purposely being withheld. Tho folly of 
such a course must be patent to all, for 
it is better that the very worst shou'd 
be known than that the reverse we have 
met with should be magnified in the 
minds of people, in alt probability beyond 
their actual proportions, as hnman nature 
is apt to do when an ominous silence is 
carefully maintained about any accident 
for reasons left only to be conjectured. 
Tho disaster itself seems to ua most un- 
accountable, for General Burrops’ force, 
allowed to Isisurely a lect its qwn pos - 
tion at Kushki Nakad, and aware, ac- 
cording to a telegram published by us 
yesterday, of Ayub Khan’s close proxi- 
mity, had hardly a right to complain of 
being taken by surprise. From the tele 
rats published by us, General Burrows 
on the 17th instant, finding that Girishk, 
on the Western bank of the Helmund, 
was not able to afford sufficient supplies 
for his force, recroused to the Candabar 
side and took apa position further north, 
at Kushki Nakud, about 60 miles from 
Candabar, where supplies wero plentiful, 
communication maintained with the 
latter place, and several roads, by one of 
which Ayub would have to approach, 
commanded. On the 23rd it wag re 
ported that Aynb had orossed to the 
Eastern side of the Helmund and that 
parties of hia cavalry, out foraging, had 
been encountered by reconnaissance par 
ties of our own horse and forced to retira. 
It wight be asked by some, why, when 
there waa every opportunity of prevent 
ing Ayub’s force from crossing, or of 
attacking portions at least of his army 
while in the act of crossing, advantage 
was not taken to do so, It is quite pro 
bablo that with the overweening con- 
fidence begotten of conatant success, or 
contempt for an enemy always beaten 
when fairly pitted against us, General 
Burrowa may have wishod Ayub to cross 
over with his whole force in order the 
more effectually to crash the latter, We 
suppose, however, since our own troops 
have been annihilated and we are left to 
coujecture as to the causes, that General 
Burrows has allowed himself to be sur 
rounded by an overwhelming force before 
he was aware of it, Asat Isandula and 
elsewhore woe suppose, that weak point 
of our Army, the Intelligence department, 
which ought more properly to be terme-! 
the Jgnorance department, ia chiefly to 
blame in the matter. There will, we 
have no doubt, be the usual party howls 
and recriminations at home ; but, be that 
aa it may, all parties will, we think, be 
agreed on the point that for the sake ot 
our prestige we cannot now leave Af- 
ghanistan without ‘the disgrace of this 
defeat being wiped out in the most dignal 
manner, As it is, our situation in Af 
ghanistan haa been considerably com- 
promised by this unfortunate affair; and 
it will surprise us greatly if compticati 
undreamt of do not arise between our- 
selves and other Afghan leadera, who 
were on the point of coming to terms 
with us, but who, uoleas we adopt very 
prompt measures to avert any farther 
mischief that might ensue, will now per- 
haps take heart of grace. and try cou- 


the mildest farm.
